”A good many Senators with whom I 
have talked are greatly disturbed over 
information recently revealed by the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee con- 
cerning the UN bond issue. The Presi- 
dential request for $100 million to pur- 
chase bonds to help the United Nations 
out of fiscal difficulties was debated 
and passed by the Senate. Many objected 
—and I was one—to the bill on various 
grounds, including the point it delegated 
authority of Congress to the President. 
“However, before the House had an op- 
portunity to consider whether this pro- 
posal would usurp authority of Congress, 
the Administration went ahead and did 
almost exactly that. It dipped into con- 
tingency foreign aid funds and turned 
over to the United Nations some $215 
million, more than twice the amount re- 
quested for the bond issue! The U.S.A., 
astounded House committee members 
learned, had voluntarily given the United 


Nations this money by which the United - 


Nations was then able to reduce debts 
owed to the world organization by 73 
countries! 

“Through this ‘generous’ act of Admin- 
istration officials using American tax 
dollars, debts were reduced for five com- 
munist countries in the amount of $140, 
000 for Cuba, $243,200 for Yugoslavia, 
$512,000 for Poland, $25,600 for Albania, 
and $128,000 for Bulgaria. Another 
$812,000 reduced ‘neutralist’ India’s 
debt. 

“This action was a deliberate affront 
not only to Congress but to the Ameri- 
can people who foot the bill. It enabled 
these communist countries—and India— 
to pay their UN commitments suffi- 
ciently to retain their voting rights. As 
you all know on virtually all important 
votes these countries vote AGAINST the 
U.S.A. Which explains why foreign aid 
not only is in trouble but why it isn’t 
working either. The Secretary of State 
recently said our objective against com- 
munism is ‘to win.’ Unfortunately, with 
the type of policy outlined here, the 
Secretary’s chief weapon with which ‘to 
win’ appears to be a gun with a curved 
barrel.” 


THE UN INTERNATIONAL CHILDREN’S 
EMERGENCY FUND (UNICEF) 

Between 1947 and 1958, $59 million of 
money collected for UNICEF was sent to 
the communist countries. Some $42 million 
of this came from the USA. In May, 1961, 
the US Government transmitted to the UN 
Secretary-General, in advance of the usual 
date of transfer to UNICEF, the sum of $10 
million out of the $12 million US pledge to 
UNICEF for 1961. This money was used to 
finance the UN “Peace” Force operations 
against Christian Katanga, killing women 
and children, bombing hospitals, churches 
and schools in an effort to force Katanga to 
submit to the pro-Red “Central Government” 
of Adoula.
